With its present quarters jammed 


with historical displays and not 
large enough to accommodate the 
crowds that gather monthly for 
meetings, the Adams County His- 
torical Society has asked the county 
commissioners for more space in 
the court house basement. 


President J. M. Sheads told the 


societyx members of a meeting he 
and other members of the executive 
committee held with the commis- 
sioners last summer to ask for the 
opening of the front stairway to 
the basement and improvements to 
space under the front 
hall and 


county agent's office.' 


Mr. Sheads said the commissioners 


seemed "favorably disposed" toward 
the request but had delayed any 
action until ^ estimates 
could be 


secured from a contractor. 


Would Double Space 


The society now uses as a display 


and meeting room the space under 
the prothonotary's office with more 
valuable books and files kept in a 
vaulted museum room adjoining the 
display room on the west. The 
quarters are ventilated by only one 
small window. The extra rooms be- 
ing asked would double the society's 
quarters. 


In use for several years, the rooms 


have new become too small to ac- 
commodate the society and its col- 
lection, Mr. Sheads stated. He added 
that the committee had pointed out 
the1 society is entitled under law to 
an appropriation of county funds 
for its purposes. 


Have 111 Members 


Treasurer Harry T. Stauffer re- 


ported the society now has 111 mem- 
bers. It was incorporated several 
years ago.

Historical society turned back 200 
years and more Tuesday evening 
to hear about the early history of 
the Manor of Maske in which the 
county seat and a fifth of the pres- 
ent area of Adams county now lie. 


A paper on "The Manor of ilaske 


and the Marsh Creek Settlement" 
was presented by Homer N. Young 
at the first fall meeting of the 
county society in the organization's 
rooms in the court house basement. 
The rooms were jammed by a crowd 
that overflowed into the corridor. 
President J. M. Sheads presided. 


Tracing the history of the Manor 


back to the Great Charter issued to 
William Perm in the 17th century, 
containing authorization for the for- 
mation of manors, and the agree- 
ment of 1681, Mr. Young described 
as "a spark of the fire that brushed 
off George III of England," the 
armed opposition Manor settlers of- 
fered to efforts for a survey of the 
Manor between 1741 and 1765. 


Threat to Title 


The proposed survey by the pro- 


prietors was taken by tbe Scotch- 
Irish settlers as a threat to. their 
title to the land on which they had 
pioneered and the survey was suc- 
cessfully blocked until after agree- 
ments were reached in 1765. 


The Manor, second largest of all 


the manors in Pennsylvania, is said 
to have been named for a Yorkshire 
manor in England, owned by a 
brother-in-law of Penn. Its shape 


was described by Mr. Young as a 
parallelogram with its six-mile base 
resting on the Mason-Dixon line 
with its northern border 12 miles 


i away.

Its southeastern corner, Mr. Young 


I said, was at a mile marker, near 
Haxney, on ihe Mu Joy township- 
Maryland line and the western end 


I of its base about a mile west of Em- 
jmitsburg at a marker that remains 
m place today. The western edge ran 
north near the site of the old Hill 
church, west of Knoxlyn, and east 
of McKnightstown to a point west 
of

OVER 100 MEN IN 
COUNTY IDLED BY 
STRIKES IN U,S, 


The creeping paralysis of the big 


coal and steel strikes has already 
wiped out the jobs of a number of 
Adams county men and if the dis- 
agreement 
between unions 
and 


management in cities and states 
throughout tbe nation continues, an 
even larger number of countians 
may find themselves without work. 


Most seriously affected locally are 


the employes of the Bethlehem Steel 
quarry at Bittmgers and the West- 
ern Maryland railway and its em- 
ployes. 


At Bittingers, approximately 110 


men who regularly are engaged in 
the quarrying operations have been 
furloughed for the duration of the 
strike. Only the office force and utili- 
ty men, watchmen and tbe like are 
working. 


Railroad Crews Cat 


Normally betwen 55 and 100 car- 


loads of limestone a day leave from 
the quarry at Bittingers over the 
Western Maryland tracks mostly for 
the big steel plants at Sparrows 
Point. Since the strike began, those 
shipments have been stopped. 


The result has been the laying oft 


of a number of countians employed 
by the Western Maryland out of 
Hanover and elsewhere. The West- 
ern Maryland maintenance forces 
through Gettysburg have been cut. 
So far three men on the local crew 
have been furloughed until business 
returns. 


The Western Maryland, which 


transports great quantities-of steel 
and coal, has had its freight traffic 
cut to less than half of normaL- 
Normally, as many as eight train 
loads of coal may pass through Get- 
tysburg in a single day. Now there 
are no coal trains traveling through 
the borough. 


The 
Reading 
railroad's 
local 


branch has been less heavily af- 
fected by the coal and steel strikes, 
but it was said that maintenance 
crews have been reduced, due to the 
smaller amount of freight carried.

The creeping paralysis of the big 
coal and steel strikes has already 
. wiped out the jobs of a number of 
Adams county men and if the dis­ 
agreement 
between 
unions 
and 
m anagement in cities and states 
throughout the nation continues, an 


J even larger number of countians 
may* find themselves without work. 
Most seriously affected locally are 
the employes of the Bethlehem Steel 
quarry at Blttingers and tile West­ 
ern Maryland railway and it* em ­ 
ployes. 
At Bittmgers, approximately 110 
men who regularly are engaged in 
i the quarrying operations have been 
furloughed for the duration of the 
• strike. Only the office force and utili­ 
t y men, watchmen and the like are 
working. 
Railroad (Yews Cat 
Normally betwen 55 and IOO car­ 
loads of limestone a day leave from 
the quarry at Blttingers over the 
Western Maryland tracks mostly for 
the big steel plants at Sparrows 
Point Since the strike began, those 
shipm ents have been stopped. 
The result has been th* laying off 
of a number of countians employed 
by the Western Maryland out of 
Hanover and elsewhere. The West­ 
ern Maryland maintenance forces 
; through Gettysburg have been cut. 
So far three men on the local clew 
have been furloughed until business 
returns.

which 
transports great quantities of steel 
and coal, ha* had its freight traffic 
cut to less than half of normal. 
Normally, as many as eight train 
loads of coal may pass through G et­ 
tysburg in a single day. Now there 
are no coal trains traveling through 
the borough.

shell flour and ground limestone is 
calcium Use which ever may be ob- 
tained more reasonably. Oyster shell 
flour is better than the larger par- 
ticles of oyster shells 


If growing mash is fed to pullets, 
) not add extra calcium before the 


birds start laying because all good 
commercial growing mashes contain 
the maximum amount of calcium 
and phosphorus. Growing birds need 
a definite amount of calcium, but 
it has to be balanced at the ratio 
two to one with, phosphorus. 


It will be detrimental to growing 


pullets when the calcmm phosphorus 
ratio is out of balance. As soon as 
pullets start laying, they need more 
calcium because their eggshells con- 
tain almost nothing but calcium.

QUEUILLE HAS 


RESIGNED POST 


Paris, Oct. 5,#P) — Premier Henri 


Queuille offered his resignation to- 
day tp President Vincent Auriol. 
Queuille's coalition government, in 
office more than a year and longer 
than any previous post-war French 
cabinet, ran into a crisis with the 
insistence of the Socialist party 
that labor's demands for wage in- 
creases be satisfied. Queuille heads 
the radical Socialist (Conservative) 
party. 


The tender of the premier's resig- 


nation followed a meeting of the 
cabinet ministers which had been 
deadlocked on the wages and prices 
ssue. Robert Bruynell, undersecre- 
ary of state, reported earlier that 
Jueuille was to see Aunol this 
afternoon, presumably to offer his 
resignation. No announcement was 
made at once whether Auriol would 
accept it. 


Queuille told reporters that Par- 


liament, normally due bacjc from 
vacation Oct. 18, would be convoked 
in extraordinary session next Satur- 
day. The premier said Auriol had 
tried to persuade him to let Parlia- 
ment decide, by vote, the fate of 
the coalition government, but the 
premier said he replied that would 
aave been useless.

Btffervilte: More than one thou- 
sand people viewed the exhibits of 
the Farm Products Show at Bigler- 
ville on Friday afternoon and eve- 
ning. A steady stream of people 
passed through the building viewing 
the exhibits of R. H. Lupp and fam- 
ily, and the farm products which 
totaled'apparently 180 entries. 


Exhibit of R. H. Lupp is one of 


the most unique and probably the 
only exhibit of its kind ever at- 
tempted on so large a scale in the 
state. This year over 1,700 different 
specimens of things grown on the 
Lupp farm brings out a big point in 
favor of diversified fanning 
and 


prosperity for this county. 


A friend came into my office re- 


cently and the talk turned to books, 
fie said: "I have begun to go back 
to the classics, the books that don't 
seem to go out of fashion."

And 
increasingly does her fame grow 


) though she does not live to enjoy 
it. This has happened with so many 
of the world's great writers. 


Fortunately I heard of this writer 


many years ago from a naturalist, 
when visiting Banff Springs hotel 
in western Canada, and soon had 
acquired all the books she had writ- 
ten, read them, and told others about 
them. A most unusual writer, though 
not yet read as she should be. She 
didn't write popular books—thanks 
be! Just great ones. I can only name 
my favorite — "Gone To Earth," 
though she never wrote a poor book. 


For the life of me I could net 


name the first sellers of five years 
ago, but I cazw readily name the 
great books of 25" or 50 years ago! 
And they will still live long after 
I am gone from this earth. 


And there is this about great 


books, their worth - keeps coming 
back to newer generations. There 
was a time when the books pf Henry 
James and Joseph Conrad were ex- 
tremely popular, then for years there 
was a lull and their reading audi- 
ence lessened. Now people are go- 
ing back to them, reading them 
anew — because they had substance 
and worth. Great books never die. 
The tried and tested keep coming 
back. 


I read few of the first sellers of 


today. I shall wait and read thera 
five years from now if they are still 
around. The names of plenty of 
neglected books still live.-I haveJ 
one in mind—"Weeds," by Edith 
Summers Kelley, a book that Paul 
Jordon-Smith, the 
Los Angeles 


Times critic, says is "one of the best 
American novels of this century." 
Unfortunately it is difficult to come 
by a copy as only a handful ever 
sold! I still look forward to its re- 
publication by an appreciatice pub- 
Usher.

Coatesville, Pa., Oct. 5 W)—A fire 


,that swept through a furniture store 
and caused damage to six adjoining 
buildings in the heart of Coates- 
ville's business district was brought 
under control at 12:20 p. m. today.

Special Three-Day Sale To

The coal oil lamps have been re- 


placed by electricity, the old cracker 
barrel is gone, and the blilding is 
heated by a modern oil-burner fur- 
nace instead of the old ten-plate 
stove, but the Luther E. Jacobs 
general store, at Rammers Hall, con- 
tinues an existence begun 60 years 
ago. 


Mr. Jacobs, who took over man- 


agement of the store in 1824, and 
became its owner in 1927, has re- 
cently made extensive alterations 
and re-decorating, and Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday will observe 
the completion of this work w'th a 
three-day remodeling sale. 


The disappearance of the cracker 


barrel is not the only change in 
the Jacobs store, but Mr. Jacobs 
thinks the greatest is with the cus- 
tomers, 


Installs Setf-Sertee 


"People used to ask for anything 


and everything," he says. "Now. if 
they don't see it, they take it for 
granted you don't have it. You have 
to display your - merchandise, and 
advertise it, to sell it." 


The alterations to the store bear 


out Mr. Jacobs' assertion. Not only 
is every article of merchandise dis- 
played so it can be seen by the 
customer, but the store has been 
modernized in another respects-self 
service. 


The store has been re-decorated, 


shelves have been re-arranged, new 
"gondolas" built, and a new produce 
counter installed. 


Jacobs' general store, now one of 


the many home-owned Community 
stores in this area, has had a long 
and interesting history. 


Started By Squire Hammers 


"Squire" Samuel Solomon Wash- 


ington Hammers acquired the prop- 
erty in 1890, according to the old 
deed, and built a store. His father. 
John Hammers, had operated a wool- 
en mill on Marsh creek, between the 
present Hammers Hall, on the Knox- 
lyn road, and Black Hole, a half 
mile north of the Fairneld road. 


The woolen null in itself was a 


point of historical interest in Adams 
county. It manufactured carpets, 
using water power from the creek, 
and during the Civil war, made 
blankets for the soldiers of the 
Union army, "Squire" Hammers 
started his first store at the woolen 
mill, moving it later to what was 
to become known throughout the 
section as Hammers H*il 


Mr. Hammers was a storekeeper, 


author, publisher, and fisherman, 
perhaps in reverse of the order 
named, since It is told of him that 
whenever the fish were reported 
biting, he closed his store to go 
angling. He was also somewhat of 
a political figure in his day, and 
older residents still remember his 
attempts to locate a post office at 
Hammers Hall. 


Kooxlyn Got P.O. 


The balance of political power was 


at Knoxlyn, location of a flourishing 
flour mill, and U.S. Senator Phil- 
ander Knox obtained a post office 
for Knoxlyn. Hammers Hall didnt 
have a post office, but Squire Ham- 
mers ran a voluntary one at his 
store, his brother-in-law, 
"Jim" 


Myers, bringing the mail from Seven 
Stars for Hammers Hall customers. 


"This is the reason Knoxlyn is 


on the map and Hammers Hall is 
not," Mr. Jacobs said. "Knoxlyn had 
the post office." 


But the difference was soon to be 


removed. Rural free delivery of mail 
came into being, and Knoxlyn lost 
the post office. The mail then was 
delivered from Gettysburg. 


Early in the 1900's, Squire Ram- 


mers obtained a printing press and 
began publication of the "HighJand 
Boomer." As its name implied, it 
"boomed" Highland township. 


Published Religions Tracts 


The squire was a member of 


Pfoutz's church, a Dunkard congre- 
gation on the banks of Marsh creek 
a short distance from the store. At 
times the religious 
fervor was 


stronger than at others, and during 
the stronger periods, the squire was 
wont to sit at his desk and pen 
religious tracts. If he was busy, 
customers could wait. He published 
the tracts and sent them all over the 
country by the hundreds, at con- 
siderable cost to himself. 


The store was a nourishing busi- 


ness. At Knoxlyn was located a 
large flour mill. Nearby was Here- 
ter's mill. There were many people 
living roundabout, and many of 
them did all their "trading" at 
Hammers Hall. It took as long then 
to drive by team or horse and buggy 
to Gettysburg as it now takes to go 
by automobile to York. 


"I have customers whose fathers 


and grandfathers traded here ejer 
since the store was established," Mr. 
Jacobs says. 


Meeting Place Of Area 


The store was typical of those of 


its day in many respects, different 
In some. Around the old ten-plate 
stove there were benches where the 
neighbors came to sit by the hour 
and discuss local and national poli- 
tics, things of the soil nearest to 


their own lives and many other 
subjects of timely interest. Those 
who came laie and couldn't nnd 
seats on the benches sat on nail 
kegs. Behind the stove was a four- 
gallon crock used as a cuspidor. Coal 
oil was used to light the place, even 
after Squire Hammers installed a 
Delco light plant. 


He was in the habit of turning 


the lectric lights out ana burning 
the coal oil when the "loafers" were 
sitting around. 


There were some interesting signs 


hung around the old store. One 
read: 


"In God we trust, all others pay 


cash," — and appended, ironically, 
was this interrogation: "Have you 
paid your last year's store bill yet?" 


Builds Hammers' Hall 


Another sign read: 


To trust is to bust. 
To bust is hell; 
No trust, no bust. 
No bust, no hell." 


There was one tradition always 


observed at Hammers Hall—the 
store was always closed on Monday 
mornings. It might be closed other 
times when the squire went fishing, 
but the Monday morning closing 
was Inviolate. The squire went to 
Gettysburg to get his supplies for 
the store for the coming week. 


In time, Squire Hammers built 


"the hall," across the road from 
the store, where dances and many 
other old-time gatherings were held. 
"It has been converted into a double 
house by Mr. Jacobs. 


The Dunkard church, Pfoutz's, 


was famous for its "love feasts." The 
religious-minded came from miles 
around, many arriving on Saturday, 
and "putting up" with neighbors to 
attend the services on Sunday. 


Fire Damages Building 


The Jacobs family became asso- 


ciated with the store when the 
present owner's father, William P. 
Jacobs, purchased an adjoining 
farm. He bought the store from 
Hammers on April 1, 1924, and set 
his son up in business to run it for 
him, Luther Jacobs, the son, bought 
the store on January 1, 1927, and

two years later built his home ad- 
joining the store. In 1936 a fire 
nearly destroyed the building, but 
it was remodeled and. Mr. Jacobs 
continued to operate it. In 1942 
he built an addition. 


"When I acquired the store there 


were very little canned goods sold," 
Mr. Jacobs recalls. "We sold 'piece' 
goods,—calico, muslins and 'long 
cloth,' men's work shoes and cloth- 
ing, women's button shoes, and a 
host of other items. 


"Crackers were weighed out of a 


box Molasses was pumped from a 
barrel. Dried beans were among the 
"best sellers," and dried prunes were 
in demand in the winter. Before my 
time, Hammers used to grind corn 
into corn meal free of charge for 
his regular customers. 


Squire Hammers^ bora^ in.. 1851, 


died in 1934, and is buried in the 


churchyard at Pfoutz's church. 


The store is still the "life" of the 


community. Customers still gather 
round to talk as well as to "trade." 
It is open six days a week, every 
night until 11 o'clock^ or later, but 
instead of closing Monday mornings, 
it is closed Wednesday at noon, and 
never open Sunday. 


Mr. Jacobs is assisted by his son, 


William Jacobs, his head clerk, and 
his wife, Mrs. Kathryn Jacobs. 
Another son, Richard, is a student 
at Tyler art school, Philadelphia. 


The store carries fresh and deli- 


catessen meats, cheese, staple gro- 
ceries, green goods, ice cream, candy 
and soft drinks, patent medicines, 
notions, men's work clothing and 
shoes, women's shoes, boots and 
rubbers, nylon hose, nails, hard- 
ware and paints, electrical appli- 
ances, gasoline and oil.

LIABILITY IN 
HOLDUP DEATH 


SET BY COURT 


Kttsbnrjrh, Oct. 5 'a*—Pennsyl- 


vania can impose the death penalty 
on a person involved in a holdup in 
which someone else is slain — no 
matter who fired the fatal shot. 


That is the meaning behind a 


state Supreme court decision yes- 
terday which upheld the death sen- 
tence given David Almeida for the 
slaying o.f policeman Cecil Ingling 
in a Philadelphia super market 
holdup last year. 


Almeida's counsel argued the facts 


"raise the very strong inference that 
the fatal shot was fired mistakenly 
by a policeman." 


The high court said even if this 


were true it would make no differ- 
ence. 


In so finding, the court said, it la 


not setting a precedent. It is merely 
upholding the law of the land and 
its own prior rulings. 


A 38-page majority opinion, writ- 


ten by Chief Justice George W. 
Maxey, said: 


One Dissentinc Vote 


"There is no decision of this 


court which has ever ruled contrary 
to what we are ruling on this ques- 
tion." 


This sentence from the opinion 


gives the ruling in a few words: 


"Whether the fatal bullet was 


fired by one of the bandits or by 
one of the policemen who were per- 
forming their duty in repelling the 
bandits' 
assault 
and 
defending 


themselves and endeavoring to pre- 


vent the escape of the felons Is im- 
material." 


Only one member of the court 


voted against the ruling, Justice 
Charles Alvin Jones, who said: 


"On proof of no more than the 


perpetration of felony and an In- 
cidental killing, liability for murder 
can be visited upon the participat- 
ing felons only where the causation a life sentence. 


of the homicide is direct or where 
one of the felons inflicted the fatal 
wound." 


Almeida was one o^ three men 


involved in the robbery. Kdward 
Hough also is under death sen- 
tence in the killing and James 
Smith, accused of firing the actual 
shots which slew Ingling, is serving
